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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the

2. The Obviousness Double Patenting rejection (ODP) over copending Application 
10/588,671 is withdrawn because the copending application does not recite the postcrosslinker of 
formula (I) recited in instant claim 1. Furthermore, the copending claims are directed to a process 
of producing a polymer, which is distinct from the instant claims, directed to a process of 
postcrosslinking a polymer. 

3 . Claim 12, renumbered as claim 1 1 . 

4. Claim 13, renumbered as claim 12. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. The present claims are allowable over the 'closest' prior art, namely Engelhardt (US 
6,414,214) and Goel (US 4,539,376). 

7. The limitations that are the basis for the allowance appear in claim 1 , a process for 
postcrosslinking a water absorbing polymer involving treating the polymer with the 
postcrosslinker of formula (I): 
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8. Claims 2-10, 12-13 depend from claim 1 and therefore contain the limitations of claim 1. 

9. It is noted that the term "postcrosslinker" is defined on page 1 of the specification as 
being the gel or surface postcrosslinking of water absorbing hydrogels. Additionally, the term 
"water absorbing polymers" are described on page 1 of the specification as being polymers of 
hydrophihc monomers, graft copolymers of one or more hydrophilic monomers on a grafting 
base, crosslinked cellulose ethers, crosslinked starch ethers, crosslinked carboxymethylcellulose, 
partially crosslinked polyalkylene oxide or natural products. 

10. The claims are allowable because Engeihardt does not teach the claimed crosslinker. 
Rather, Engeihardt teaches a number of crosslinkers, the closest being an oxazohdinone. The 
oxazolidinone of Engeihardt is distinct from the claimed crosslinker because oxazolidinone only 
has a single ring structure and has a carbonyl group. The crosslinkers of Engeihardt fall outside 
the scope of claim 1 . Furthermore, Engeihardt does not provide any motivation to use the 
claimed crosslinker. 

1 1 . The claims are allowable because Goel does not teach the claimed polymer. Rather, Goel 
teaches a maleic anhydride polymer system. The maleic anhydride polymers of Goel are distinct 
from the claimed water-absorbing polymers because maleic anhydride polymers are not capable 
of fimctioning as water absorbing polymer. Therefore, the polymers of Goel fall outside the 
scope of claim 1 . Furthermore, Goel does not provide any motivation to use the claimed water 
absorbing polymer. 
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12. The rejoined claims have been fully examined for patentability pursuant to 37 CFR 1.104 
and deemed to be allowable. There were multiple withdrawn groups, however all the groups 
were directly dependent on claim 1, and thus containing all the limitations therefrom, therefore 
all the withdrawn groups were rejoined. 

13. Because a process for postcrosslinking a water absorbing polymer involving freating the 
polymer with the postrcrosslinker of formula (I): 




of claim 1 is not found in the prior art, it is clear that the rejections of record are untenable and 
thus the present claims are passed to issue.
